A Dead Woman Gains 200 Pounds in 
Niee Years. . 


Enterprise reports that 
while removing the boaies from the old to the 
new cemetery, south of Saginaw City, the men 
eI gagid in the task of disinterring came 
eciroes a petrified body. It was that of a fe- 
malic, and theinscription onthe headstove 
was, “Mary, wifeof J. Ma'dea, died April 21, 
1+60, aged 80 years, 1 month and 2 days.”’ 

ard Rice, who is superintendiag the di-- 
intering and rewoving of the bodies, estim tes 
the weight of the bocy at 400 pounds, Mary 
Malden, of whom ibis petrified body is the 
remain-, was well known in the Seginaw City 
10 or 12 years ago. She was a devout Cath slic, 
Her husband was at onc time keeper of tne 
light house at Tuunder Bay, aod is now living 
at A'pena. Iiis said that snedied very sad- 
der ly one cay efter estinga hearty dinvwer, 
She was quite a large woman, weighing, per- 
bars, 200 pounds, 

Mr. Lew 6, through the Saginawian, gaye: 
“The heed bad fallen from the body, and the 
biunes of the neck at the poiot of separation 
had the same appearance as those of other 
bones near by, known to be the rewains of 
one bur ed about the semetime. Of the head, 
fs VO saw it, there was pothing kft but the 
bovwes. From the shoulders down to the feet, 
save the hands, whieh were somewhat crum- 
bled, the becy retaimed ics nataoral shape 
of roundnces. Over the bowels there

It is formed from bodies buried in moist earth, 
and ecepecially when these are accumulated 
for ycars In great numbers.”

I Going so he tovk out 
his pocketbook spd made an exhibition of 
bis wealth. He then started for his 
bote!l, and the two policemen persisted in 
fetowlng Bim, giving as thelr excuse 
(hat tLere wes danger of bis belong robbed on the 
ey, and that they wished to protect bim. The 
old geptieman, by tbis time being preity boozy, 
commenced to tell of bis possessions out West, 
end the success be bed met with in the 
raising of stock.

THE BRIDGE. 


Ite Prebable Completion in Thirty 
Days. 


The bridge company is using every effor' to re- 
pair the damage #05 afned by the recent felling 
of the false-wort piers 19 and 20, by 
which eccident the erection of the only remsein- 
ing span has been so much delayed. The engi- 
berrs bave constructed « large crib, similar to 
those weed for the foundations of the false-work 
over the In¢lapsa chancel, which will be sunk 
midway between the piers, thus dividing it into 
two +peces of 123 feet each. From this crit end 
from the piers, leaning trestles will be ereoted 
and connected at the top by a truss §0 fect long. 
The guide-bosts for sinking the crib have been 
loaced with stone and are now secured In a place 
both by anchor lines and lines w the piers.
